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Remarks 

Claims 1 and 9 are in the case. 

Claim 1 is amended herewith. Claim 1 as amended herewith is the same as Claim 1 
allowed in parent 10/380,763 except it recites S-nitrosothiol instead of S-nitrosoglutathione. 

Basis for the breadth of Claim 1 as amended herewith is found in the application as filed 
at page 6, lines 1-4. 

Enablement for dosage is submitted to be found in the application as filed at page 6, lines 

24-26. 

The method of administering is recited in the claims. 

Claim 1 as amended is submitted to be allowable for the same reason as Claim 1 allowed 
in 10/380,763. 

Claim 9 is a new claim. It differs from Claim 1 as amended herein in reciting ethyl nitrite 
as the nitrosylating agent and in reciting dosage functionally. Basis for recitation of ethyl nitrite 
is found in the application at page 6, line 1 1 . Basis for recitation of dosage is submitted to be 
found in the application as filed at page 6, lines 14-23. It is submitted that new claim 9 is 
allowable over the date effective art applied in the parent case. 

Please note that as in the parent case, Herbert U.S. 2002/0002136 is not effective 
datewise as it is restricted to its filing date of 06/27/01 since its priority application 60/214,573 
does not recite cystic fibrosis and the instant application gets credit for the 10/16/00 filing date of 
its priority application 60/240,708.
